IDAPA 24.19.01 - Rules Pertaining To The Board of Examiners of Residential Care Facility Administrators
(Fee Rule) - Proposed Rule (Docket No. 24-1901-1401)

The Board of Examiners of Residential Care Facility Administrators submits notice of proposed rulemak-
ing at IDAPA 24.19.01. The proposed rule increases application, license, and license renewal fees from $100
to $150. The purpose of the rule is to increase revenues to meet expenses.

The rule has no negative impact on the state general fund. Negotiated rulemaking was not conducted;
however, the fee increase was discussed during a noticed, open meeting of the Board. The rule is consistent
with the Board's authority under Section 54-4205, Idaho Code.

The rule change will result in an annual increase of approximately $24,050.00 in the Board’s dedicated fund 
based on the current number of licensees and an estimated number of 19 applications received last year.  
Fees paid by applicants and licensees will increase from $100 to $150 for applications, annual renewals and 
provisional permit fee.

NOTICE OF RULEMAKING - PROPOSED RULE

AUTHORITY: In compliance with Section 67-5221(1), Idaho Code, notice is hereby given that this agency has 
initiated proposed rulemaking procedures. The action is authorized pursuant to Section 54-4205, Idaho Code.

PUBLIC HEARING SCHEDULE: Public hearing(s) concerning this rulemaking will be scheduled if requested in 
writing by twenty-five (25) persons, a political subdivision, or an agency, not later than September 17, 2014.

The hearing site(s) will be accessible to persons with disabilities. Requests for accommodation must be made not 
later than five (5) days prior to the hearing, to the agency address below.

DESCRIPTIVE SUMMARY: The following is a nontechnical explanation of the substance and purpose of the 
proposed rulemaking:

The Board of Examiners of Residential Care Facility Administrators operates on dedicated funds from fees paid 
by its licensees and applicants. The Board’s expenses have been exceeding its revenues. This change will help 
balance the Board’s annual budget while maintaining the services necessary to protect the health and safety of the 
public.

FEE SUMMARY: The following is a specific description of the fee or charge imposed or increased:

Rule 600 is being amended to increase the application fee from $100 to $150; the annual renewal fee from $100 
to $150; and the provisional/temporary permit fee from $100 to $150.

FISCAL IMPACT: The following is a specific description, if applicable, of any negative fiscal impact on the state 
general fund greater than ten thousand dollars ($10,000) during the fiscal year resulting from this rulemaking:

This rulemaking will have no impact on general funds. The rule change will result in an annual increase of 
approximately $24,050.00 in the Board’s dedicated fund based on the current number of licensees and an estimated 
number of 19 applications received last year.

NEGOTIATED RULEMAKING: Pursuant to Section 67-5220(2), Idaho Code, negotiated rulemaking was not 
conducted because the proposed increases are needed because the Board’s expenses have been exceeding its 
revenues. This change was discussed during a noticed, open meeting of the Board.
